the Ontario Government. The Commission consists of 

Mr. P. D. Ross, of Ottawa, chairman, and Mr. D. M. 

Wright, M.P., of Stratford, and Dr. J. M. Mc- 

Cutcheon, of Toronto, as commissioners. It has cer- 

tainly not brought in any milk-and-water report of a 

colorless character. On the contrary, its findings are 

of a very definite kind and its recommendations most 
far-reaching. 

In substantially all phases of what may be com- 

’ pendiously spoken of as welfare work, the Commis- 

sion finds that there is imperative need for radical 

change. It asserts that many of the hospitals and 

corrective institutions of the province are over- 

crowded, and that there is a great call for additional 

construction or extensions and also, generally, for 

‘ better equipment for utility and occupation. 

With respect to the jails, these are roundly con- 

demned, in “good, set terms”, as “inferior in nearly 

— every sense of the word”, the forty-seven institutions 

of the kind in the province being stigmatized as “places 

which are as likely to promote offences as to prevent 

them.” Little classification, it is asserted, exists among 

the prisoners. Little work or occupation is provided 

in the day-time for most of them, and they are shut in 

at dark for twelve hours or more without lights. The 

food is poor. The jailers are underpaid, the large jails 

are under-staffed, while the small jails sometimes have 

more staff than prisoners. Conditions of this kind 

certainly point to “something rotten in the state of 

Denmark.” Whether the Government does or does 

not adopt the solution tentatively put forward by the 

Commission, to the effect that the Government might 

take over the jail responsibility, abolish all the present 

| jails and substitute half a dozen under Government 

management, charging to each municipality the cost of 

prisoners coming from that municipality, it is obvious 

that the evils indicated by the Commission will have 

to be remedied without delay. To most citizens the 

disclosures will appear in the light of a very unwel 
come shock. 
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As regards the hospitals of the province, it is 

pointed out that these are mainly kept up by private

hospitals, 6 hospitals for incurables 
and 70 private hospitals in the 

province altogether—and the Commission makes some 
‘ very wise recommendations designed to bring the 
whole hospital system of the province into a more just 
and proper perspective. It recommends that hospitals 
be asked to furnish four types of hospital accommoda- 
tion, the first type for non-paying patients and the 
other three types graduated, as it were, ac cording to 
the ability of the patient to pay. At present, patients 
who are willing to make a contribution but cannot 
afford to pay the full charges of private or semi 
private treatment, are largely debarred from the bene 
fits of these establishments. 

Conditions in the industrial schools and reforma 
tories call forth some constructive suggestions for 
their improvement, but as regard their management 
there is little criticism, Burwash and Guelph reform 
atories being spoken of as “two competent institu 
F ; tions.” 

The report has, naturally, aroused widespread in 
terest. On the whole it is a fairly comprehensive

methods and means at present employed for running 
our public institutions. The capital cost of the insti- 
tutional improvements which it suggests would come 
to between $20,000,000 and $25,000,000, and these ex- 
penditures the Commission -believes to be absolutely 
and immediately desirable. That is a large sum. But, 
large as it is, the province can afford it in such a cause, 
if institutional conditions in general are so far from 
being what they should be as the Commission depicts 
them. 
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A good deal of nonsense is being talked, just now, 
in more quarters than one, about the unemployment 
problem and its remedies. But we are inclined to think 

that the palm -it would be impolite 
Futile to say the “booby prize’’—for the 
Talk U most arrant nonsense talked on that 
ain on Une subj ect which has recently come 
employment wer our notice should be awarded 
to Labor Leader Heaps, M.P.-elect 
for North Winnipeg, for his recent oratorical effort 
at Vancouver. Addressing a meeting of the Vancouver 
and New Westminster District Trades and Labor 
Council, Mr. Heaps obligingly let his audience into the 
secret of wherein the solution of the unemployment 
problem lies. If he is right, the marvel is that even 
less discerning minds should not have discovered, e1 
now, the simple plan by means of the operation ¢ ( 
which unemployment and its attendant evils can be 
made to vanish. “The six-hour day and larger wages” 
that is Mr. Heaps’ specific. ‘““The people,” he argues 
“are suffering from lack of purchasing power because, 
as producers, they receive but a small return for their 
product, so we must increase their purchasing power 
and absorb surplus labor. The only way to absorb 
this surplus labor is to lessen the hours of work per 
day.” 

Probably the desire to receive more money for less 
work is deeply implanted in more than one human 
breast. But it seems rather difficult to view it in the 
light of an aid to the practical solution of the unem 
ployment problem. On the contrary it seems to us in 
controvertible that the only sure way to “increase the 
purchasing power” of the workers is to increase pro 
duction—that is to say, to go in for better and harder 
work—and any attempt to argue that a general 
working-day of six hours would result in increased 
production, as compared with a gener al working-day 
of (say) eight hours does violence to common-sense. 
There are those who argue that a larger number of 
employees at lower wages would be fairer to workers 
all round. But that is certainly not Mr. Heaps’ con 
tention. 

It is almost inconceivable that any person of re 
sponsibility surveying the rather critical unemployment 
situation in Canada today—a situation not, indeed, 
comparable in gravity with the like situation either in 
Great Britain or in the United States, but still serious 
enough, in all conscience, and particularly so for the 
unfortunate unemployed can talk this twaddle about 
the remedy lying in bigger wages and fewer hours of 
work. Those who are fortunate enough to be in regu 
lar work enjoy better conditions and receive bigget 
wages than at any previous time. Nor can we agree 
that they receive but “a small return for their product” 

in fact that assertion, in view of the relatively high 
wages they are getting and the narrow, very narrow 
margin of,profit (if any) which is so general among 
employers at the moment, is demonstrably incorrect 
The imperative need of the hour is not to provide 
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workers with more money and longer leisure wherein 
to spend it, as Mr. Heaps seems to suggest, but to find 
work for those who need it—and all too many of them 
there are. It is for that purpose that the special 
emergency session of Parliament is to be held—not for 
the consideration of hare-brained six-hour day 
and larger wages schemes.

Last year the British Government auth 
eclaration by the Governor-General of India t at “the 
ittainment of Dominion status was the natural c 
pletion of India’s constitutional 
words, such was the goal to be reached. But not, 
assuredly, overnight, as it were. Sir John Simon 
speaks of leading the people of India ‘along the road 
to responsible government,” as being the task immedi 
ately ahead of Great Britain with the help of the 
Dominions. He obviously does not contemplate the 
taking of a short cut to that status, in the twinkling 
of an eye, as within the sphere of pr ictical politics 
He visualises the solution of the complicated question 
of the future constitution of India as one to be found 
in sympathetic assistance from outside, combined with 
a slow, but progressive, evolution from within. 

The conference which the British government is 
convening was described by the Governor-General of 
india, in his address to the Indian Legislatures, on the 
oth July last, as being for the purpose of reaching 
solutions that both Great Britain and India and all 
parties and interests in them can honorably accept, and 
he added that any such agreement at which the con 
ference is able to arrive would form the basis of pro 
posals which the British Government would later 
submit to Parliament. In the absence of any sudden 
transformation of the whole scene, of which there are 
scant signs at present, it seems unlikely that Indians 
of the extremist schools of thought will bear any 
share in this constructive work. The only agreement 
they have any desire to reach is one solely and entirely 
framed by themselves. At the least it would be one 
according India full “Dominion status” immediately, 
at the worst it would mean the complete separation 
of India from the British Empire and all the welte: 
of chaos and internecine strife that would involve for 
India herself and her many peoples 

But while full responsible government may be im 
practical, at the moment, there are yet considerabk 
steps consistent with, and leading up to, that large:

There is little occasion for apprehension on the part 
of consumers that the government, in the application of 
its tariff policies, will neglect their interests.

Few men of fifty, in our civiliza- 
tion which is one of the richest the 
world has ever known, can boast per- 
fect health at the very time when 
their powers should be highest. Wise 
dieting is probably the greatest sin- 
gle factor in promoting good health 
and longevity. 

Having determined to begin dieting, 
it might be as well to include simple 
exercises and baths which shall be 
not only cleansing but will promote 
circulation as well. These two items 
will add greatly to the feeling of well- 
being and will enhance the looks as 
well as add to the vitality and good 
spirits. Good exercises are being 
broadcast over the radio or may be 
learned from any good book on health. 
Whether the exercises are taken in 
the morning or at night depends up- 
on the individual. A prominent phy- 
sician** recommends the _ following. 
Take a hot bath and stay in about 
five minutes. Then a good hard rub, 
slip into well fitting clothing which 
will not interfere with movements 
and exercise for ten minutes. Then a 
cold—not cool or tepid—shower or dip 
in the tub and a brisk rub-down with 
a crash towel. This before breakfast 
every morning. From actual experi- 
ence we can recommend this. For 
housewives probably a_ better plan 
would be this. Sometime in the early 
noon after the children have been dis- 
posed of and the house is well organ- 
ized for the day and there are likely to 
be no interruptions, try this. Combine 
your beauty treatment with your 
health measures. Cover the face (and 
neck) with tissue cream, after having 
cleansed it thoroughly, get into the 
bath for the five minutes. Get out, 
don your working clothes—after wip- 
ing off the cream——exercise for ten 
minutes, devote five minutes to spe- 
cial beauty exercises to rout double 
chins, thickening ankles and other lit- 
tle unpleasant things—then take your 
cold dip. Wipe the face with a good 
astringent, use ice if necessary, give 
the hair its one hundred strokes, 
then rest for half an hour Thirty 
days of th and you will feel—and

N PLANNING the diet, please put in 
the protective foods first. If you 
neglect these it means that you will 
begin to lose your teeth, your hail 
will begin to look lustreless, your vi 
tality will wane and your joy in life 
will be sadly diminished. The protec- 
tive foods are the guardians of your 
health and are those items in the 
dietary which supply mineral salts 
and vitamins and comprise the follow 
ing milk, butter, eggs, green vexze 
tables, fruits, and meats particularly 
liver, kidney and sweet-breads.

Like the majority of fraudulent muskrat promotions, 
the company based its promises on fallacious tables of 
muskrat breeding, but operated in a slightly different 
fashion from the Canadian muskrateers. Each purchaser 
was sold, at a price of $125 or higher, a “trio” of muskrats 
consisting of one male and two females, which would seem 
to indicate that the Canadians with their more moderate 
prices, had almost passed up something. The usual con- 
tract was entered into by which the company ranched the 
muskrats, the profits of course to come from the offspring. 
Incidentally, the “trio” plan did not work out and the 
company abandoned its attempt to keep two females with 
one male, the muskrat apparently having ideas of its own 
along these subjects. 

The expanded, maintained offices in 
many of the leading cities of the United States, and this 
eventually lead to investigations by Wisconsin, Maryland, 
and California, some of these investigations resulting in 
the barring of the sale of muskrat contracts. Among the 
company’s activities was the publishing of a paper called 
the “Muskrat News” in which appeared photographs of a 
factory in which the company had no interest. In their later 
days the Mercers, prior to their resignations, were work-

Contributory Negligence 


No Recovery for Damages Where Both Parties Sub- 


stantially to Blame for Motor Accidents 
By GEORGE GILBERT 


. YOU are injured in a motor acci 
dent through the negligence of an- 
other person, but were yourself sub- 
stantially though not equally to blame 
for the accident, you are not in a pos- 
ition to recover damages from the 
other person. That is, if you were 
guilty of contributory negligence to 
that extent, you cannot recover 

In a recent case which went to the 
House of Lords for final adjudication, 
the wife of William Cooper, fatally in- 
jured in a motor accident, sued R. H 
Swadling on behalf of herself and her 
jaughter in respect of the loss they 
had sustained through the death of 


her husband, owing to the alleged 





negligence of Swadling in driving a 
motor cal 

The negligence alleged was: Driving 
it excessive speed, failure to give pro- 
per warning, failure to slow down on 
approaching a cross road, failure to 
keep his car under proper control or 
to apply his brakes so as to slow up 
or stop and so avoid colliding with 
Cooper, the deceased. 

In his defence, Swadling denied that 
he was negligent, and, alternately al- 
leged that the deceased, Cooper, was 
guilty of contributory negligence 

Evidence given at the trial showed 
that on the evening of the accident 
Swadling was proceeding in his car 
from Newmarket

that the accident was due to the negli- 
gence of both parties substantially, 
then that would be contributory negli- 


gence on the part of the plaintiff. I 
do not know that I can help you fur- 
ther than that; it is a question which 
a jury have to decide. There is no real 
definition of ‘contributory negligence’; 
it is a question which a jury have to 
decide, and I think you will agree it 
really comes to a matter of common 
It may be you think that the 
plaintiff did not do everything that 
was absolutely right; that would not 
be sufficient to disentitle him to dam- 
ages. But if you say that although 
the defendant was negligent, so was 


sense 


the other man, so that they were both 
to blame, then you could not find for 
the plaintiff, you would have to find 
for the defendant.” 

The jury found for the defendant, 
and judgment was entered according- 
ly. On appeal, the Court of Appeal or- 
dered a new trial on the ground that 
the trial Judge should have directed 
the jury as follows: “If you think 
that the plaintiff was negligent but 
that the defendant, after the plaintiff 
was negligent, by taking reasonable 
care could have avoided him, such neg- 
ligence is not, as a matter of law, 
negligence which contributes to the 
accident so as to prevent the plaintiff 
from recovering.” 

Against the decision of the Court of 
Appeal, an appeal was taken to the 
House of Lords. In giving judgment 
for the House, allowing the appeal 
with costs, Lord Hailsham said that 
the law in such collision cases had 
long been settled. If the plaintiff was 
to suceeed, he must establish that the 
collision was caused by the defend- 
ant’s negligence. If it was established 
by the evidence that the plaintiff 
could have avoided the collision by the 
exercise of reasonable care, then the 
plaintiff failed because the injury was 
due to his own negligence in failing 
If, although 
the plaintiff was negligent, the defend- 


to take reasonable care. 


ant could have avoided the collision by 
the exercise of reasonable care, then 
it was the defendant's failure to take 
that reasonable care to which the re- 
sulting damage was due, and the plain- 
tiff was entitled to recover. But the 
plaintiff had no right to complain if in 
the agony of the collision the defend- 
ant failed to take some step which 
might have prevented a collision un- 
less that step was one which a reason- 
ably careful man would fairly be ex- 
pected to take in the circumstances 
On the facts, it seemed clear that 
from the moment when the parties be 
came aware of their respective posi- 
ions there could have been no time 
for the defendant to do anything to 
ivoid the impact and, therefore, that 
the negligence of each party contribu- 
ted to the collision His Lordship 
thought that the trial Judge’s explan- 
ation was 


sufficient, and that his 


judgment must be restored

Total Sales of Life Insur- 
ance in Canada Show 
4. Decrease 


_ some of the companies have 
been able to increase their sales 
this year as compared with those of 
1929, the total amount of life insur- 
ance written in Canada for the seven 
months of 1930 shows a decrease of 
{ per cent. below the figures for the 
first seven months of 1929. Last year 
months 
showed a gain of 10 per cent. over 


the figures for the seven 
1928, so that sales this year, while 
below 1929, are ahead of 1928 

The volume of ordinary insurance 
sold in July totalled $47,829,000. When 
this amount is compared with the 
sales during July a year ago, it shows 
a decrease of 15 per cent. In part 
this decrease can be attributed to the 
urusually large amount paid for last 
Jnly. When 1930 conditions are com- 
pared to 1929 it must be remembered 
that it is using as a basis of compari- 
son a particularly prosperous period. 

The July reports show that the total 
decrease of 15 per cent. was generally 
distributed. Only 13 per cent. of the 
contributing companies reported an in- 
crease for the month. New Brunswick 
and Prince Edward Island were the 
only Provinces showing a gain in sales 
during July. The colony of Newfound- 
land also showed a gain The Prov- 
ince of Ontario, which pays for the 
largest volume of insurance of any 
of the Provinces, suffered a decrease 
of 23 per cent. in July. Information on 
sales of ordinary life insurance is com- 
piled and issued every month by the 
Life Insurance Sales Research Bureau 
it Hartford, Connecticut. The bureau 
bases its reports on Canadian business 
on the experience of 15 companies hav- 
ing in force 84 per cent. of the total

tee to the banks. Vague and meaning- 
less stories have appeared in the daily 
press, by way of carefully prepared 
one-sided inspirations. But no frank 
and unbiased statement covering the 
actual situation has been made public. 
The public have been prompted to be- 
lieve that everything is in fine shape. 

But at this distance it looks like 
another case of political opportunists 
having plunged blindly where angels 
feared to tread, — as predicted by 
SATURDAY NIGHT early this year, when 
the guarantee was so lightly assumed. 
One reaction has been to place the 
three prairie governments in the 
wheat speculation business, if not in 
actual competition with the pool and 
grain trade. The politicians may not 
even yet appreciate that fact, but the 
city and town taxpayers might well 
keep an eye on developments. 

In case the logic of this argument 
may be questioned, it might be worth 
while enlarging on one aftermath of 
the pool-bank-government guarantee, 
as first conceived by the three pre- 
miers, and later confirmed by the 
legislatures—with a few rare dissent- 
ing voices. This studied statutory 
declaration plainly stated that the con- 
tract applied only to grain delivered 
to the Central Selling Agency up to 
fugust ist, 1930, 
year. The contract was made with the 
Central Selling Agency, and not with 
individual provincial pool organiza- 
tions, and obviously applied only to 
“orain”’ actually delivered to that 
agency within a specified time.

Amazing as it may seem, no statu- 
tory provision was made in the joint 
government guarantee for 1929 grain 
remaining undelivered to the Central 
Selling Agency on August Ist, 1930.

undertook to speak for the legis- 
latures, and adjudged that while the 
statutory enactment distinctly said 
one thing, they really intended it to 
mean something else.

So far as is known no public state- 
ment has been made, giving any clear 


idea how much of the carry-over 


comes within this amended guaran- 
tee; or what security, if any, has been 
given the government by the Central 
Selling Agency. But it may safely be 
assumed that the obligation will run 
into several million bushels, or dol- 
lars. It must also be borne in mind 
that the Central Selling Agency has 
just made a new deal with the banks, 
covering the 1930-31 crop finances. The 
question naturally arises; On what 
basis is the government wheat now 
going to compete with pool or trade 
wheat, in their latest financial ar- 
rangement? Which will have the right 
of way, and at what price per bushel? 
Has the last government guarantee 
any time limit, or provision for offi 
cial supervision covering systematic 
sales? Otherwise it may take several

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Trade Troubles and Remedies 


Greater Economic Co-operation Throughout Empire 
Certain to Result From Coming Conference 


By LEONARD J. REID 


Assistant Editor of The Economist, London 


TTHERE is no doubt that Britain is 

thinking. Organised bodies one afte1 
the other issue documents or _ state- 
ments putting forward their economic 
faith. It is perhaps a fair note of 
warning to say that each body advo- 
cates the economic policy that would 
suit itself best and endeavours to 
prove that such a policy is best for 
the nation as a whole. It cannot be 
denied that great changes of opin:on 
are taking place. For example, a most 
influential section of the banking com- 
munity has transferred its allegiance 
from Free Trade to Protection and 
within the Labour Party and inflcen 
tial section has transferred its alle- 
gianece from proletarian international- 
ism to British Imperialism. 

In both cases the converts declare 
that they really retain their old faith 
and they adopt a new policy purely as 
a temporary measure in view of the 
present economic difficulties which call 
for immediate solution. Meanwhile in 
the confusion of the transfers from 
one camp to another and in the adop- 
tion of new marching orders one 
seems to recognise the old motives 
st.ll exercising their influence. 

In the first place, those who stand 
to benefit by international trade still 
want Free Trade, and those who stand 
to benefit by excluding foreign compe- 
tition still want protective tariffs. Sec- 
ondly, the wage earning community 
seeks to throw the weight of the econ- 
omie burden onto the owners of capi- 
tal and, of course, the owners of capi- 
tal seek to throw the burdensome con- 
sequences of the economic depression 
onto the wage-earners. Both conflicts 
of interest show themselves in the con- 
troversies over wages and the con- 
troversy over tariffs. 

As is now well known a group of 
prominent English bankers expressed 
the opinion, in the so-called Bankers’ 
Resolution of about two months ago, 
that bitter experience has taught 
Great Britain that hopes for the re- 
moval of restrictions to European 
trade have failed to materialise and 
so, while retaining the hope of an ultt- 
mate extension of Free Trade through 
out the world, they believe that the 
immediate step for extending the mar- 
ket for British goods lies in reciprocal! 
trade agreements between the nations 
constituting the British Empire. Great 
Britain must therefore retain her mar-

The British Electrical and Allied 
Manufacturers’ Association is yet an 
other organisation to issue a report 
The first point which it emphasises is 
that while there has been a severe fall 
in price levels throughout the world, 
nevertheless financial charges, trans 
port (except shipping) and taxation 
remain as high as in 1924. Thus, while 
the purchasing power of the world’s 
markets has been reduced, costs in 
Great Britain have not been reduced 
in proportion 

rhe Electrical Association considers 
the distortion to trade and finance by 
Reparations is also a cause of the 
present trade depression. With regard 
to production costs this Association 
considers them as low as in any other 
country and it is principally foreign 
tariffs which make it difficult to sell 
British goods This state of affairs 
naturally turns attention towards the 
Empire markets and, like the Trade 
Unions, the Electrical Manufacturers’ 
Association desires to see a co-ordin- 
ated planning of manufacture within 
the Empire It visualises, not indi- 
vidual firm fighting against individual 
firm, but industry working with in- 
dustry as a great Empire service 

From the different points of view 
expressed it will be seen that economic 
controversy in Great Britain will be 
hard fought. The first results will be 
seen when the London Conference of 
Empire delegates which assembles in 
October announces its preliminary de- 
cision Whether Free Trade or Pro- 
tection, whether wage reduction or 
wage stabilisation will win the day it 
is too early to predict, but greater 
economic co-operation within the Em- 
pire, in one form or another, is almost 


certain to result,

Such 


a situation affords a great opportunity for reformers who 


have schemes for the fundamental reorganization of society, 


and who hope that discontent with unsatisfactory condi- 
tions will get them a hearing 

Well meaning people send out vague appeals to the 
“leaders of business” to remedy the ills of the situation, 
lest some dire consequences befall them as a result of 
neglect of public duty. All of these leaders of business 
of course are involved in a situation so far beyond their 
control that they scarcely know how to manage their own 
affairs in it, to say nothing of joining in a round table 


conference for the purpose of setting the world to rights. 


Incidentally somebody might compile a list of the world 


conferences that have been held, say since the war, and 
the results achieved by them Some of them have been 
very helpful, many have been fruitless but surely there is 
no lack of conferences, conventions, congresses and the 
like. 

The truth is, points out the National City Bank of New 
York, that the affairs of the world do not lend themselves 
very readily to overhead management, chiefly because the 
people of the world do not readily accept management 
from above and have the greatest possible difficulty in
